COUNCIL INSURANCE 


POLICY STATED 

The Chicago Area Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, has a policy 
with the Insurance Company of 
North America under a comprehen- 
sive liability form. Principal 
areas of coverage under this 
policy include cost of legal de- 
fense and the payment of court 
awards for injury to others or 
damage to their property arising 
or alleged to have arisen out of 
negligent acts of the Chicago 
Area Council, its officers, em- 
ployees, or volunteer leaders, 
including troop committeemen, 
during the course of their partici- 
pation in any activity that can be 
construed to be a normal one for 
the Chicago Area Council. 
Naturally, if this policy were to 
be used as a “‘catch all - payall’’ 
arrangement, the resulting premium 
cost to the Council would be 
astronomical. It is, therefore, 
recommended that the sponsoring 
institution for each unit secure 
its own comprehensive general 
liability policy if- lacking one.

This will not be a popular $ 
ject, but it is important to the 
solid future of Scouting in our 
Council. 

Calls come in regularly from 
parents who insist that it costs 
$5 to $7.50 for their sons to be a 
Cub or Scout and they want. to 
know why we advertise that’ it 
costs only 50¢. 

This discrepancy can be easily 
explained, but do we want to take 
this ‘‘easy way’’? For instance, 
many units charge parents on an 
annual basis for registration fee 
(50¢) and dues at 10¢ per week 
($5). 

And yet the chance for a boy to 
pay weekly dues and to under- 
stand what his 10¢ per week pro- 
vides for him is an invaluable 
lesson in thrift that should not 
be set aside because it is incon- 
venient. And if he doesn’t pay? 
What an opportunity for him to 
understand, in the right way, that 
to share in benefits each must 
carry his load, 
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
